1. The Chairman congratulated Professor Troitsky on his appointment as 
Chairman of the Civil Engineering Department. 


2. Programme in Building Studies 


Doc. 77-7-1 was tabled for consideration. Professor Osman stated his 
belief that the existing two programmes, B.Eng. (Civil) followed by the 
M.Eng. (Building) could meet the requirements for building engineers and 
that it was not necessary to introduce the combined programme. In response, 
the Chairman noted that the reasons for the Executive Committee's recom- 
mendations have been set out in Doc. 77-7-1. In particular, one could 
consider as new students those who might otherwise enter programmes in 
architecture. Further, the programme would be more attractive to students 
if they could be identified with it and with the Centre throughout their 
stay here, rather than being obliged to defer their interest in Building 
Engineering until they have completed their undergraduate programme. 


Motion 3. Council unanimously adopted a motion to recommend to the Board of Graduate 
77-7-1 Studies and Senate the motion set out in Doc. 77-7-2. 


4. It is understood that EUSC, EGSC and the Executive Committee would examine 
the details of the programme and present their recommendations, preferably 
at the September meeting of Council. 


5. Enrolments 


The Assistant Dean informed Council that confirmations for entry into 
year 1 of the undergraduate programme at the SGW campus were currently 

10% higher this year than last and that confirmations on the Loyola campus 
were considerably higher. 


Motion 6. Council unanimously adopted a motion to thank J.C. Callaghan for his out- 
77-7-2 standing contributions to the Faculty as Dean of Engineering and Chairman 
of Council. 


In response, Clair thanked Council and the Faculty as a whole for their 
efforts in making the Concordia Faculty of Engineering one of the out- 
standing schools in the country and for having been responsible for many 
innovations in engineering education.
